Jewel investigates chemical incident 
which sent 40 to the hospital

mishandling of cleaning agents at the Jewel store. 

Jerrold Leiken, director of the poison control center of Rush 
Presbyterian Hospital said he couldn't comment on the Antioch case, 
; but did shed light on problems he has witnessed relating to cleaning 
agents causing medical problems. 

~ "The mixing of chlorine and ammonia can be very dangerous," 
Leiken said. 

Leiken added these two chemicals combined can be a deadly 
. combination. 

"Chlorine bleach and ammonia together can destroy a lung," 

Leiken said. : 

He added ventilation also is extremely important. 

"Cleaning agents are a major problem, especially in the bathroom 
which has poor ventilation. The key is to have enough ventilation," 
Leiken said.

The board anticipates a 6 per- 
cent increase in revenues for 
1996-97 budget year. The tenta- 
tive, budget calls for $582,700 in 
spending.

ly owned, with the exclusion of 
those portions controlled by 
the Department of Natural 
Resources..

In the 14 years Joseph Cardinal Bemardin has served as the 
Archbishop of Chicago, he has touched jnahy lives of Catholics and 
non-Catholics alike.

vice as Archbishop of Chicago. 

Father Pat Cecil of St. Patrick's Church In-Wadsworth will share the 
contents of trie letter with his parishioners in Sunday's church bulletin. 
The letter will be accompanied by a column on his own feelings. 

"There is another thought I have shared with my friends who have 
cancer and I wish to speak it to you," Cardinal Bemardin says in the let- 
ter to his fellow clergy. "Humanly speaking 111 be dealing with diffi- 
culties but I am at great peace. This is God's special gift for me. I do not 
see death as an enemy but as a friend. I'm looking forward to transi- 
tioning from my earthly life to eternal life." 

In the letter the Cardinal.tells the clergy he feels cancer has given 
him a new role to minister to those suffering from cancer. 

"In my homilies this past week we prayed for Cardinal Bemardin 
and discussed his illness," said Fr. Cecil. Fr. Cecil said parishioners 
were saddened by the news but comforted by the Cardinal's optimism.

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CLC board approves 
$40. 9 million budget 



The College of Lake County 
board of trustees last night 
approved a $40.93 million oper- 
ating budget for fiscal year 1997 
following a public hearing. 
The budget represents a 5.52 
. percent increase in expenditures 
over last year. Of the total budget, 
62.5 percent ($25.6 million) will 
go directly to instruction, acade- 
mic support and student services, 
according to Peter Krupczak, 
vice-president of administrative 
affairs and the college's chief 
financial officer. 

"The resources allocated for 
instructional support will ensure 
that the college continues to pro- 
vide strong academic programs 
and services for Lake County res- 
idents," Krupczak said. "The total 
budget Increase reflects normal 
Inflation, salary increases and 
support for the expanded 
Lakeshore Campus and the two 
new buildings on the Grayslake 
campus." 

Based on anticipated revenues ; 
in the same amount as expendi- 
tures, the balanced budget 
reflects a $3 per credit hour in-t 
district tuition increase, effective 
this fall, and growth in property 
tax revenue from new construc- 
tion and increases in assessed 
value. The total operating fund 
tax rate for the next year will 
remain at 22.0 cents per $100 of 
Equalized Assessed Value, -in 
keeping with tax-cap limitations. 
In other action, the board 
accepted more than $375,000 in 
grants from the Illinois 
Community College Board to 
help fund student services, com- 
puter laboratory support, adult 
education for workforce prepara- 
tion, training for area businesses 
and health insurance premiums

for retirees. 

The board also accepted. 
$5,000. from the Illinois C?A 
Society Foundation for updating 
the accounting course content 
and materials and approved 
expending $35,000 as the col- 
lege's required 25 percent contri- 
bution to the U.S. Department of 
Education College Work-Study 
Program in exchange for a 
$140,000 grant for 1996-97. 

The board also approved a 
three-year contract with the Lake - 
County Court Services Program 
to manage a program for volun- 
teers working with individuals on 
probation. Renewable annually, 
the $30,000-a-year contract will 
include volunteer recruitment, 
education, case management, 
supervision and records manage- 
ment, the program will begin on 
Sept. 15, 1996 and end Sept. 14, 
•1999. 

In purchasing matters, board 
action included approval to pur- 
chase six Macintosh computers, 
monitors and other equipment 
for the art design studio in the 
new Multiuse Instructional 
Building from Apple Computer 
Inc., of Lakewood, N.J,, for 
$25,722. 

Additionally, the board 
approved the appointment of 
Daniel Kamm of Arlington 
Heights as director of education- 
al technology. - He will replace 
Daniel Petrosko who returned to 
teaching this fall. Kamm is a grad- 
uate of Michigan Tech University 
in Houghton, Mich., with bache- 
lor of science degree in scientific 
and technical communications 
and business administration. He 
also has a master's degree in 
rhetoric and technical communi- 
cations.

form of cancer particularly 
among those men over the age of 
65," said Wilcox. "We are seeing 
more cases of it each year, but 
you have to consider that the 
population is also aging." 

Pancreatic cancer is treated 
with surgery, radiation and 
chemotherapy. 

Symptoms of the disease 
include: abdominal pain, malab- 
sorption syndrome where the 
body is not absorbing nutrients 
from foods, dark urine and 
obstruction of bile. 

"Abominable pain and mal- 
absorption are generally the two 



earliest signs," said Wilcox, who 
said this type of cancer carries a 
high terminal rate. 

Midwestern Regional Medical 
Center has more than 400 cancer 
patients they are actively treating. 

"this is a cutting edge hospi- 
tal," Wilcox said. "We use aggres- 
sive medical treatment combined 
with treatment of spiritual needs 
and nutritional needs to fight 
cancer and offer a wide range of 
treatment options." 

Cardinal Bernardin is being 
treated at Loyola University. can- 
cer Center in Chicago. The facili- 
ty is to be renamed in his honor 
this fall.

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backup or retreat? 



Restoration of the so-called "parkway plan" for a new north- 
south highway. through central Lake County is as much a fall- 
back as an alternative to the controversial Rte. 53 tollway exten- 
tion. Is it too early to think in terms of a retreat? 

The idea of a meandering highway, skirting both troublesome 
wetlands and pockets of resistance, has been around a long time. 
Some tollway opponents view the New England-styled parkway 
with its carefully manicured and well planted right-of-way as an- 
acceptible compromise to the typical tollway clogged with pollu- 
tion-spewing trucks and hot-footed inter-city motorists. 

Mention of a mid-county parkway surfaced recently during a 
'program on transporation at the Libertyville-Mundelein- 
Vernon Hills Chamber of Commerce. Morgan Cdtten, an 
Illinois State Toll Highway Authority project manager, referred 
to the parkway plan as a "mix of the build alternative and the 
arterial alternative." Tollway officials often speak in riddles 
and Cotten seemed to be In rare form on this occasion. 

Mike Truppa of the environmental Law and Policy Center 
quickly saw the parkway balloon for what it is. "Whether it's a 
■ landscaped highway with stoplights or an uninhibited tollway, 
it's the same thing," Truppa asserted. It will still be a catalyst • 
for suburban sprawl and environmental damage. 

The breath of new life for a parkway instead of a tollway could 
well be a veiled admission by the road building complex that 
the 30-year-old Rte. 53 extension scheme, boomed largely in 
recent years by Republican leaders, has peaked. Opposition ., 
to the $1 billion project that would parallel an existing tollway 
has never been stronger, the anti-Rte. 53 coalition is growing 
and well organized. Rte. 53 opponents were energized by the 
opening of new rail commuting service on Wisconsin Central 
Railroad tracks. 

It's not inconceivable to believe that the road building com- 
plex of planners, politicians, pavers and promoters is beginning 
to see a parkway as a better bet than a tollway. Rte. 53,still 
faces two significant hurdles, the federal environmental 
impact study and the governor's sign off. It could be that now 
that he has the Rte. 355 toll extension to. the much-heralded 
Peotone airport, Gov. Edgar's interest has waned. Or been sati- 
ated. 

Whatever the case, road builders may be realizing that a : 
change of direction is in their best interest to keep the circle of ; 
planning, approving, building and donations to campaign cof- 
■ fers going. Call the mid-county parkway an alternative, afall- 
back or a retreat.

' umbrage at the "perpetuation of policies 

* and practices, particularly in the case of. 
deet culling and deer hunting, that stem 
fronv the days when 'the majority of 
Americans lived off the land." You go. on to 
say that "Today i most citizens are interest- ; . 
e'd in wild-life; preservation. They want to 
co-exist, with nature's creatures." 

The question is'nbt, as you state, "tak- 
ing gun or bow in hand to put meat on the 
table",. but what methods are most effec- 
tive in managing the size of the deer herd 
in a manner consistant with the environ- 
ment's ability to support them. The "nat- 
ural''' way would be to reintroduce .the... 
predators 'into the area so that the deer 
population Is controlled as nature intend- 
ed, I see little enthusiasm for bringing 
back wolves, lynx and bobcats. You might 
ask the Austraiiians what happens when 
you mess around with Mother Nature. 

Deer are trapped, with the intent of 
sending them elsewhere but the deer pop- 
ulation 'problem is statewide/There has 
been mentioned the possibility, of contra- 
ceptives. The preparations available now 
require two doses in order to be effective. 
It might be possible ( to^et^o,se enough to 

, a doe to shoot her in the rear' with a med- 



icated dart, but you will have hell's own 
time getting in a second shot. The deer 
learn,. ask any hunter. • 

There is supposed to be a contraceptive 
that can be administered in a single dose 
available someday but it's not here yet. . 
This also brings up the question of intfo-. 
ducing'a substance into the food chain 
with absolutely no knowledge of any side, 
effects. While an unpalatable notion to 
some, hunting (or culling) must remain an 
option in "controlling deer populations: 

Wildlife policies lack reality when deci- 
sions are made, not by those who are 
familiar with the problem; but by those 
whose concept of wildlife has been formu- 
lated by. Walt Disney. Any failure can result . 
a deerkill, from disease or a severe winter, 
that. would be disastrous toward the crea- 
tures we want to save.

About 150 miles nortij. of Acapulco Mexico is the relatively new resort area 
of Ixtapa with its miles of pristine white sand beaches and fabulous hotels. 

However! back when Ixtapa was nothing iifoje'than.a forest of Mangrove 
trees, its sister town of Zihuatenejo was a thriving fishing village. 

Fishing village you say? Must mean the fishing is pretty good if these people- 
made their living at it! 

How about a 120 ib. sailfish? Looking for some real game fish? 600 lb. 
marlin are not uncommon! Yellow fin tuna run as large as 220 lbs. Mahi-mahi 
(called Dorado in these parts) as, large as 50 lbs, come out of the waters around 
Ixtapa. 

Zihuatenejo still retains its traditional fisherman^s way of life. Local skippers 
come from generations of family fishermen and are experts at locating any kind of 
game fish.

After the party is over— Be in control 



As summer vacation comes to a close, stu- 
dents everywhere prepare to return to school. 
College campuses boll with activity as frater- 
nities and sororities begin recruiting new 
members. First year students are anxious to fit 
In and face tfic challenge of their new sur- 
roundings. Arid the celebrations begin. 

But with this excitement comes a frighten- 
ing realization. All too often, college parties 
are equated with alcohol, and more seriously, 
with excessive or binge-drinking activities. 

Unfortunately, this reality has been sup- 
ported by adolescent drinkers themselves. A 
nationwide poll on drinking habits of 
Americans 18 to 30 years ofage revealed that 
40 percent of American youth regularly drink 
at levels- that impair' mental judgment and 
physical performance and one in five report 
regular binge drinking. Of those who drink, 
one in five reported occasional drunken dri- 



ving and 5 percent said they drive drunk every 
time they consume alcoholic beverages. 

The consequences of these actions are 
dangerous at best, and can lead t o death. Any 
time a person becomes intoxicated, the risk of 
personal injury or the risk of injuring others 

Increases.- 

Within minutes of having a drink, alcohol 
circulates to all parts of the body through the 
bloodstream. When the alcohol reaches the 
brain, central control of the body Is affected. 
Initially, alcohol slows reflexes and impairs 
reasoning and judgment Continued drinking 
leads to slurred speech, double vision, confu- 
sion, diminished coordination and vomiting. 
Eventually, the brain loses consciousness. If a 
large amount of alcohol has been consumed 
in a short time, as in binge drinking, the effect 
of the alcohol will continue to work ori the 
unconscious body which in some cases caus- 



es death. 

Heavy dririklng over a period of time can 
lead to permanent damage. If alcohol 
becomes a substitute for food, the body is 
deprived of essential nutrients arid 'becomes 
malnourished, allowing for numerous health 
corriplications. Oyer time, chronic' heavy 
drinking can lead to brain damage, cancer of 
the esophagus, stomach and/or'mouth, heart 
and liver damage, ulcers and gastrointestinal 
disease, and in' pregnant or nurslng;Worrien, 
heavy drinking can endanger the'life* of the 
child. 

Endangering the lived of innocent' people 
is unfortunately the most serious conse- 
quence of uncontrolled drinking. Every'day, 
overindulgerit drinkers take the Wheel," mak- 
ing alcohol-related highway crashes, .the lead- 
ing cause of death for adolescents arid young

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Physical therapists are hip to Macarena dance 



The "Macarena," a Latino- 
beat song and line dance with 
simple arm and hip movements, 
may be just the step to better 
health, according to the 
American Physical Therapy Assn. 
(APTA). As the Macarena bumps 
the Electric Slide as the world's 
hottest dance craze, people are 
getting on their feet and gyrating 
themselves into shape. 

"The thing about this dance is 
it's easily learned, anybody carl 
do it, it's group participation, and 
it's fun. You get the benefits of a 
basic workout using the arms, 
legs, back— really the whole, 
body— but it's not strenuous," 
said Sean Gallagher, FT, director 
of Performing Arts Physical 
Therapy in New York City. 

The Macarena has found a 
partner with physical therapists 
who are part of a national cam- 
paign to promote fitness in 
response to the Surgeon 
General's Report on Physical 
Activity and Health. The report 
concluded that even moderate 
physical activity for 30 minutes a 
day, such as walking the dog or 
gardening, can help prevent such 
serious health problems as heart 
disease, high blood pressure, dia- 
betes, colon cancer, and obesity. 
"It can't be stressed enough 
how important it is for physical 
activity to be fun so you'll do it. 
Many people don't want to go to 
the gym every day, and with 
something like dancing you get 
health benefits and have a good 
time. It's the best of both worlds," 
said Gallagher. - .

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Bad breath— fact or fear 



Almost 75 percent of 
Americans worry about their 
breath at' least once during the 
day, according to a Gallup poll, 
but how valid are these fears? 

"People are petrified that they 
might suffer from chronic halito- 
sis," says David Miller, DDS, a 
general dentist who practices in 
Chicago. "We're bombarded with 
advertisements telling us that pur 
horrible breath can be trans-" 
formed Into a fresher mouth." 

The message is clear, bad 
breath can be a problem, and 
Americans spend more than $500 
million a year on breath mints, 
gums, mouthwashes and tooth- 
pastes— all in search of a remedy. 
Yet while halitosis, commonly 
known as bad breath, affects 
almost everyone at one time or 
another, experts say that 95 per- 
cent of bad breath can be cured. 

"Halitosis is causes by bacte- 
ria in the mouth," Dr. Miller 
explains. "Curing bad breath 
involves regular, thorough oral 
health care that combats the bac- 
teria that causes the problem." 

The human mouth serves as 
host to more than 200 different 
types of bacteria, according to Dr. 
Miller. Specific areas of the 
mouth that tend to harbor bacte- 



ria are the palate, or roof of the 
mouth, the tongue/and to a less- 
er extent, the cheeks. 

"Chewing gum, breath mints 
and breath sprays simply cover 
up breath odors for a short period 
of time," says Dr. Miller. 
"Mouthwash, on the.other hand, 
can help, clean the mouth and 
remove plaque by getting to the 
"hard-to-reach places between 
teeth and the gumllne." 

While the - majority of 
Americans can manage and pre- 
vents bad breath, for a small per- 
centage of the population halito- 
sis can indicate serious problems. 
Dental problems account for the 
majority of breath problems, 
ranging from poor brushing to 
periodontal disease, but halitosis 
.can indicate a medical problem.. 
It could be as simple as a com- 
mon cold with postnasal drip, or 
as serious as a kid n ey disorder. 

"If regular brushing of teeth 
and gums, flossing and using a 
mouth rinse isn't effective In alle- 
viating halitosis, other possible 
causes should be considered," 
cautions Dr. Miller. "But most 
people can rest assured that with 
regular dental visits and proper 
oral hygiene, they already are 
attaining a fresh mouth."

ded with a knowing look, "Not to worry," 
she sala\ "Randolph has not been happy 
with anything since 1957." ■ ' 

I laughed, then Indicated that I was still 
disappointed with the feedback. I would 
liketo think that I could still help someone 
with more than 40 years experience," I 
said. "Forty year's experience," she 
exclaimed. "He does not have 40.'years of 
experience. He has one year's experience 
40 times. He has not made any,changes In 
40 years."' \ 

I have replayed that conversation with 
Randolph several times. One comment he 
made again-and-again keeps haunting 
me. As we discussed several options that 
might help* his business, his pat answer 
became, "We tried that once." It is obvious 
how that Randolph 'did not want to 
change. 
Success requires change 

Recently, a friend asked me if I knew 
how many psychiatrists- it takes to change 



a light bulb. I said, "No." , 

"Just one," he said. "However, It takes a 
very long time, costs a lot of money and 
the light bulb really must want to change." 

As I study prospering businesses, I find 
that success usually required change. And 
like the light bulb, you must want to 
change. 

A few years ago I worked for a client 
who had three retail stores. One was losing 
money," one was at break-even and one 
was doing very well. The owner lived more 
than 100 miles from the stores and only 
visited them occasionally. He asked me to 
help Improve the stores' profitability.' 

I studied the operation and detailed 
several changes in a written report I dis- 
cussed these with the client, who thanked 
me and paid for the work. . 

Later, I returned to the city where the 
stores were located. I was surprised to find 
the stores closed. Even the profitable loca- 
tion was empty. It turned out that the 



owner decided it would be easier to close 
all the stores than make the necessary 
changes to restore sagging profits. 
Outside the box 

To overcome resistance to change, I 
encourage you to begin to think outside 
the box- Don't allow yourself-or anyone 
else for that matter- to shutdown new ideas 
just because someone says it won't work 
or because you have tried it before. 

Even if you have heard something 
before, look for ways to apply it to improve 
the current situation. Remember/what 
you know Isn't as important as what you 
do with your knowledge. 

Positive, productive people, focus on 
how they can make something happen, 
rather than spending time and energy, 
pointing out why it won't work. Positive 
actions are always more productive than 
negative thoughts.

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Installing electric fuel pump may prevent 'vapor lock' 



Q. We have been very satisfied 
with our 1972 Cadillac Sedan, which 
now has 139,000 miles on it. Lately, 
however, it has developed a problem 
when going up long hills. It loses 
. power, backfires and makes popping 
noises. Short hills, even steep ones, 
are no problem. The carburetor has 

• had adjustments and the car has had a 
recent tune-up. Can you offer any 
suggestions?— Ernest M. 

^. A lot of additional horsepower is 
needed for climbing very long hills. 
This generates excessive heat, in the. 
engine compartment. Sometimes a 
condition commonly referred to as 

• "vapor lock" occurs. This condition 
starves the engine of fuel; it may back- 
fire or simply stall. If this is happening 
to your car, I would suggest rerouting 
the fuel lines away from the hottest 
areas and maybe even insulating them. 
If the problem persists and you do a 
lot of mountain driving, I would also 
suggest installing an electric fuel 
pump. This would help deliver the fuel 
jto the carburetor faster,' reducing the. 

^chance of it vaporizing in the fuel 

*'.* lines. 

Q. I bought a used 1990 Chrysler 
early last year and had no problem 
with it until last month. It began on a 



trip north. One morning we discov 
ered the battery was dead. Several 
folks attempted unsuccessfully to jump 
start the car. Being hard pressed to get 
going, I walked to the nearest gas sta- 
tion, where they drove me back in a 
big wrecker with a battery the size of 
a building. We were able to jump. start 
the car with it. I then drove back to .. 
the station, where they installed a new 
battery. Time and materials auickly 
totaled $90. As we continued on our 
trip, my wife used the vanity mirror 
and the light didn't work. I pulled off 
to look at the fuse, figuring we had 
blown one during the jump process. 
As it turns out, the same fuse controls 
the door lights, dome light and, most 
importantly, the rear brake lights. 

We returned home and 1 took the 
car to the local dealer. They couldn't 
find the short, but agreed there was a 
problem. They said tne next step 
would be to take the car and doors 
apart, remove the seats, the roof lin- 
ing, everything. 1 get crazy when I 
think what the labor is going to cost. 
So for now I carry a box of 20-amp 
fuses. Since they don't blow immedi- 
ately, I am OK until I notice the dome 
light not working. I know this is quite 
a lengthy letter, out I want you to 



have a complete picture of the prob- 
lem. What should 1 do? — Thomas P. 

A. You've got one of the toughest 
problems a car owner can have, trying 
to isolate an intermittent electrical 
short! If the car were mine, I would try 
to isolate the problem by elimination: 
disconnecting different circuits to see 
which one stopped blowing the fuse, 
saving, of course, the brake light circuit 
for, last. 

To do this, you'll need a schematic 
and have to be familiar with your car's 
electrical system. An independent elec- 
trical shop can do this as well as the . 
dealer. If they had the equipment, I'm 
certain that they would have used it 
already. And yes, this is going to be 
expensive. 

However, by isolating the problem 



first, you can reduce their labor time. 
Another more crude- way of doing this 
would be to install a 30-amp fuse in ",' 
this circuit. It will blow before destroy- 
ing the car,;but it will cause damage to 
the wire harness assembly, allowing 
you to determine where the short is 
located. 

I don't recommend this to the 
novice, as it may cause some extra 
damage as well. If this js a really tricky 
problem, you might suppose the deal- 
ership would try this crude route, too.

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Basic car tune-ups are necessary, easy 



A basic tune-up is as necessary and 
easy as ever before. In addition, a 
tune-up can help maintain peak engine 
performance and gas mileage from sea^ 
son to season and contribute to a clean- 
er environment. 
Spark plug wear 

Tune-ups should include checking or 
changing spark plugs and spark plug 
wires. There are usually telltale signs of 
sparkplug wear. Plugs are probably still 
good.if there are just light tan or brown 
deposits on the electrode and insulator 
tip. A heavy, deposit which is either 
sooty or oily, however, indicates the 
plugs could fou! soon and should be 
replaced. In addition, if the electrodes 
are rounded off due to erosion, the 
plugs are worn and should be replaced. 

Lastly, if your car takes longer to 
start, or if it stalls, or runs sluggishly, it's 
probably time to change your plugs. 
Check wire sets * 

While "working on spark plugs, 
check your wire sets. Inspect wires 
carefully for cuts, cracks, brittleness or 
signs of oil saturation. Another sign that 
new wires may be needed: your car 
won't start or it stalls in wet weather. 

It's easy to cha'ngeplugs and wire 
sets at the same time because you have 
to remove the wires to get to tne plugs. 
You just stick to one cylinder at a time. 

When preparing to change your 
plugs and wires, the firstthing to do,' is 
line up the toolsyou'll need: a screw- 
driver to remove wires from the loom or 
holder and a spark plug wrench Avith. a 
universal and extension to remove and ? 
replace the old plugs. Use' a rag to 
clean around the spark plug hole and 
silicone grease/lube for the spark plug 



boot connection. 
Changing plugs and wires 

' To change plugs and wires, follow 
these steps: 

• Beginning with the longest wire, 
carefully remove the spark plug wire 
from the plug. 

• Clean in and around the plug hole 
with a clean rag. You can also use a 
straw to blow loose dirt away from the 
hole. 

• Remove the old plug with the 
spark plug wrench. If your plugs are dif- 
ficult to access, you may have to use 
the universal and extension piece. 

• If using a 'spark plug torque 
wrench, check your owner's rrjanual for 
the correct torque. 

• Install new plug. 

,• Remove the other end of the wire 
from the distributor cap, if applicable, 
and attach the new wire.- 

'2* Apply silicone.grease to the inside 
of "the boot. 

• Attach the boot carefully to the 
plug. 

• Route the wire dnd attach it to the clip. 

• Repeat the above -steps for each 
plug and wire until all Have been . , 
changed. 

If you plan to use a wire feeler 
gauge to check plug gap Or a torque 
■ wrench, if available, to install the new 
plugs, refer to your owner's manual for* - 
the correct settings. 

If you install the new plugs with a 
spark plug wrench, make sure the plugs 
are clean and dry. Then,'tighten the 
plug with your fingers untiut is snug 
ana consult your owners manual for 
correct-tightening to prevent overtight- ,' 
ening or.stretching the plugs.

Dear Search, 

1 have been unemployed for the past seven months and for 
Ihc first few months I searched actively. Friends tcli me that J 
seem tobc procrastinating and that I am lacking cnthusiaslm. 
My unemployment compensation will be running, out 
soon and with the job market the way that it is, ! seem to need 
new direction. I find myself sleeping until late morning, and by 
that time I tell myself it's too late to start calling companies. 1 
make appointments for Interviews and find myself making 
excuses for why I shouldn't go. 

I make the attempt to go through the newspapers each day 
and make calls for appointments to interview but I believe 1 
need a kick. What can you suggest for someone Is a slump? . 
A.L — Lakcmoorc 
Dear A.L., 

Know that your problem Is a common one. It Is best to 
bring yourself to understand that unemployment compensa- 
tion Is not "vacation pay." Yes, you definitely appear to be in a 
slump. Start by setting your alarm clock tomorrow morning to 
awake at 6:30 a.m. Get yourself up and out of the house to take 
a brisk walk or exercise to get your adrenalin pumping (kind of 
like getting your engine started). Make tomorrow (not the day 
after) the day for a change. Go through your closet and take out 
your best interviewing suit or ouUlt suitable for Interviewing. 
Make sure that it is clean and pressed so you arc sure to look I 
fresh and make a good Impression. 

Next take a look In the mirror. Do you like what you sec? if 
you feel you need to get your appearance in order (haircut, 
etc..) do so. If you arc short of cash It takes to get this done, 
look In your local yellow pages for a beauty school. Most often 
they will give you a cut and style free of charge or for a minimal 
fee as they have students training for their licenses. Do not be 
afraid, these students arc supervised by professionals. 

Take a look at your rcsumc...(after seven months of being 
unemployed, you should have one) be sure that It Is updated. 
Check for errors, proofread, proofread, proofread. Errors arc 
most unacceptable. 

Don't sit at home sending resume's through the mall. This 
Is an exercise In futility after this length of time unemployed. 
Your time will be better spent If tonight you sit and circle those 
ads that you sec In the paper that you can be prepared to call 
on for an interview first thing tomorrow morning. 

Set a specific amount of time to be on the telephone. Get 
those interviews set up leaving yourself time to get from one to 
the other. Try to avoid any overlapping. Set appointments only 
If you intend to keep them. Don't waste other peoples time 
you have already wasted enough time of your own. Make sure 
before Interviewing that you have a good health, "I want to 
work," attitude. 

Network!!! Let friends and relatives and anyone who may 
be of help know that you arc avidly seeking employment. If you 
make a change In yourself, the rest should fall into place. Good

Ask The Vet 

Ask the vet-Dr. David Trask is part of a group of north- 
ern Lake County veterinarians who pooled their money 
and expertise to start All Creatures Emergency Hospital in 
Grayslake providing emergency care to pets nights, week- 
ends and holidays, During the day he can be reached at 
Llndenhurst Animal Hospital.

Q. What kind of plants and flowers are toxic to cats and 

dogs, if they accidentally chew on them? 
-P.S., Lake Villa, IL 

A. There are many reference books FILLED with infor- 
mation on plants toxic to cats and dogs. Greenhouses nor- 
mally have personnel who can advise you before you buy a • 
plant whether pets have problems with that plant; I 
strongly recommend you ask before buying. However, a 
few of the more common ones are: Catnip, Lily, Amaryllis, 
Mistletoe, Mushrooms, Poinsettia, and Philodendron. By 
the way, with fall around the corner you should be aware 
that acorns can poison pets as well. 

Q. My neutered adult make cat has been using my new 
carpet as his own personal bathroom. I have tried putting 
down a vinyl tablecloth and a cat box in the area he has 
been using, but to no avail. How do I get my cat to stop 
using my new carpet as his personal cat box? 
•Not going to play his games, Round Lake Hts., IL 
* A. One of the most common causes of inappropriate 
urination is a Urinary Tract Infection. You should have 
your DVM make sure your cat doesn't have such an infec- 
tion. Second, many cats (male and female) can have a 
behavioral problem that can be helped with medication 
and/or changes in their environment. We commonly see 
cats that don't tolerate any "perfume" in their litter even 
though you may like the way it masks litter box odor. 
Substrate. intolerance to sandy or clumping litter is also 
often at the root of the problem. Most animal hospitals 
and your local library have excellent references to help you 
once you have made sure no health problem exists. 

Q. What is the best way to keep my large dog from 
chewing walls, furniture, etc....? 
•Tattered Chair, Round Lake, IL 

A. We recommend crate training all dogs when not at 
home with them, you should also make sure that your pet 
has plenty of appropriate toys to chew/ play with. Old 
shoes/socks are not recommended, since most dogs, can 
not differentiate between which clothing is OK for them to 
play with, and which you do not want them to chew on. 
Pet shops and DVMs have wonderful products to apply to 
furniture and the like to discourage chewing those things 
they should leave alone. 

Q. 1 have small children and need to know what dog 
has the best disposition with children? 
-Puppy prospect, Ingleside, IL 

A. We recommend you find out how your children feel 
about large breeds of dogs by trying them around large 
dogs your relatives, friends, and neighbors may have. 
Many small children are afraid of large dogs even if that 
breed is generally gentle and loving with children. Some 
small children can not overcome this fear, and really prefer 
cats or 'pocket pets' which are less threatening to them. 
Some large breed dogs that seem to do better with small 
children include Flat-coated Retrievers, and English 
Setters because they are so gently. Your DVM can advise 
you of many others, but remember they may not recom- 
mend many of the 'popular' breeds because of hyperactiv- 
ity, hereditary health problems, and other reasons that can 
cause you and your children heartache later on; rely on 
your veterinarian's experience and expertise . Smaller gen- 
tle dogs are often adored by small kids. Jack Russell 
Terriers, Boston Terriers, and Bischon Frises are just a few 
that form great human-pet bonds. 

Q. What is the best age for a pet to be spayed or 
neutered? 
-Waiting, Ingleside, IL 

A. Female dogs and cats mature earlier than males, so 
most DVMs recommend complete ovariohysterectomy at 
or shortly before puberty at six months of age. Since males 

• mature a little later, many now delay neutering males as 
late as 7 to 10 months if no objectionable habits are devel- 
oping. Incidentally^ oveariaohysterectomy in dogs before 

.two years' of age seems to prevent breast cancer; neutering 

•make dogs, when- they are young helps avoid prostatic 
infections prostatic cancer, tumors in the anal area,, and 

"their hormone-driven desire to roam and fight. Rabbits 
and other.ppcketpets vary with species and breed. 

QrWJiaj Is.tiettejfprdQEs and cats, -dry or canned food? 
-Waiting, Ingleside,' it ' 



A. In my experience as an animal health care provider, 
a complete, balanced dry food is best for both dogs and 
cats. It tends to help keep teeth clean and healthy longer; 
many pet owners do not realize that poor dental health 
often leads to damage to your pet's heart valves and kid- 
neys. There is a large and growing amount of research evi- 
dence that the higher fiber in dry foods is better for intesti- 
nal health. Most veterinarians agree that dry foods control 
overeatfng and resulting obesity better than canned foods. 
Not a day goes by without me seeing a pet whose health is 
threatened by excess weight. More than 70 percent of 
canned food is water, which could be provided at a much 
better value through water bowl than a can of food. 

Q. What is considered the average life span of a para- 
keet? 
-Bird watcher, Lake Villa, IL 

' A. The average life span for small birds is roughly 10 
years. Medium sized birds is 15-25 years and large birds 
(such as Parrots) is 25-60 years, according to Dr. T.J.* 
Lafeber's book, "Let's Celebrate Pet Birds." However, just 
like people, birds' life-span is greatly influenced by diet 
and health care. Most veterinarians rarely see parakeets 
surviving beyond eight years of age. The number one 
under-lying cause of pet bird health problems is an unbal- 
anced pellets to eat prolongs most birds' lives. 

Q. What is the best flea protection for pets? 
-Itching and Scratching in Grayslake, Grayslake, IL 

A. There is no one best flea protection program; it all 
depends on the lifestyle you and your pet lead, believe it or 
not. There are several excellent flea preventatives available 
on the market today. 

The tablets of oral monthly preventative called 
Program have had an excellent track record for house- 
holds which do not have a history of flea problems and 
that do not travel with their pets to Wisconsin, Minnesota 
or Upper Michigan, where we have to worry about ticks 
infecting your pets with Lyme Disease (as if the fleas 
weren't enough!) 

I like preventatives such as Pro Spot, Front-line, and 
Tickcide for dogs with a previous history of flea problems 
or which travel to Lyme Disease areas. If mosquito's both- 
er your dog, Expar Insect Repellent will keep the fleas and 
mosquito's at bay. Not a Week goes by during flea season 
where most veterinarians don't see a pet come in with a 
flea collar around its neck and fleas around it's tail; 1 only 
sell flea collars to place in your vacuum sweeper bags so 
.fleas or eggs swept up off your floors don't become the 
next generation to bitel Flea shampoos and dips don't usu- 
ally PREVENT flea infestation, only help get them under 
control.
